"Alliteration is used by some universal in-

stinct, snd is to be found wheiever lansuagc is
lotincl. Theie is no little ot it in poetry. Pro-
verbs and phntses tire full ot it. Advertl-er- ,
ahvnys deliemelv sen-itiv- e to popular instincts,
and blood-nn- d thund"r novelists and dramatists,
almost equally so. are constantly using it in
newspapers and ou book-cover- s and board
fences. And, if we are to believe that Coleridge
wrote the creator pint of "Kubla Kl,au''ina
dream, then it niav be produced along with
rhyme aud versification e en in dreams; Tor the
opeiiinc of that poem owes much of its beauty
to its assonauce aud ullicerat on:

' ' In Xanadu did Kubia Khan
A stately pleasure dome decree,

Where Alph, the sacred river, r.in
Through cuverus measureless to man,

Down to c sunless sta.' "

It is no patt of our purpose to couiment in
rxe'iso upon Mr. Wnkemau's paper, but mer"iy
to arid that which he has omitted, viz. a deti-nilto- u

ot the allitei alive principle. Alliteration
serve- - three puiposes m composition:

1. To imbue a proposition or a proveru wun
cpieiummtitie point.

I. to iTiipari pifiuaticy oi navorto wnar migui
otherwise be stale, by modulating the sound to
the sense, both in poetry and prose.

3. To imbue ruuiuii with subtle aud won
derfully, deft and effective undercurrents of
11I1IHC.

In principle, alliteration is no more than an
unusual application of the rbvthtiucal idea,
and arises out of the universal instinct of man
to subdue 1 anguuge unto music.

The fine vineyards of l'omard, in France,
have neen pevereiy ravaged by hail.
